tension service of Texas A. and 
M. College; R. C. Jernlgin, and 
T. K. Morris, of the Soil Con- 
servation 
service, and 
County 


Agent H, C. Robinson were the 
speakers at a meeting held after 
the luncheon, which was followed 
by a questlon-and-answer period 
for solution of Individual prob- 
lems. 
During the morning period In- 
spection trips were made to vari- 
ous pastures on the Edens ranch, 
and during the afternoon to the 
Allison and Wheelock pastures. 
Is Vital Issue. 
In presenting the speaker for 
tho afternoon, the county agent 
stated that pasture improvement 
was rapidly becoming a vital Is- 
sue as the necessity 
Increased 
for the retirement from cultiva- 
tion 
of certain 
lands 
which 
could no longer be profitably op- 
erated. 
Diversification 
of 
crop 
was suggested as a cotton sys- 
tem 
replacement, which 
called 


for livestock and this In turn 
called for adequate feed, and the 
most economical was recognized 
as the permanent pasture. 
Mr. Lancaster declared the Ed- 


ens pasture was one of the finest 
native grass pastures In the South- 
west, and one of them had been 
green every time he had ever vis- 
ited It, regardless of the season. 
He Insisted there was no set rule 
for establishment 
of permanent 


pastures, and that each man must 
learn Irom the experience of oth- 
ers, and It was a slow process at 
best. Money, labor and time were 
termed the chief factors In the 
whole process. 


Grasses for permanent pastures 
were divided Into two groups, the 
annuals 
which 
were 
produced 


from toed, and the 
perennials" 


which depended upon

Running Grasses. 
Running grasses

certain types of pasture more fre- 
quently in order to have better 
forage and prevent maturity of 
the pl.int. 


In establishment of thome grass- 
es, the specialist stated there was 
little left to chooce between with 
the list made up of Bermuda. 
Dallls, buffalo, rescue and Italian 
rye grass, lespideza, 
and 
burr 
clovers. He declared proper pas- 
ture management 
was essential 
and the present trend was toward 
divided and deferred grazing. Hi 
insisted that it look a good stocK- 
man and good livestock to preper- 
ly utilize a pasture and make It 
pay dividends.

that worn out lands could not be 
turned into pastures just by the

seeds, 
but

for other crop cultivation. 


Mr. Barnes

ming pool or lake. Swimming is 
a fine sport but it does involve 
certain hazards. It

enough to have a drowning acci- 
dent but for greater tragedy If 
no one present knows how to 
save life by artificial respiration. 


Dr. George W, Cox, state health 


officer, advises that the "Prone 
Pressure Method" is the accepted 
one for restoring life from drown- 
ing. The method Involves the fol- 
lowing steps: 
Place patient 
stomach 
down, 
one arm stretched above the other 
bent, with face resting on it. 
Rescue measures 
should 
be- 
gin at once and continue rhyth- 
mically 
until 
natural 
breathing 
is established. This may 
take 


four or more hours. The proced- 
ure is: 
1. Kneel, and straddle the pa- 
tient below the hips, placing hand 
on small of the back with fin- 
gers over the lowest ribs, tips of 
fingers just out of sight. 
2. With 
arms 
straight, 
while 


counting one, two, swing for- 
ward bearing 
weight on 
body 


firmly but not violently. 
3. Swing backwards w h i l e 


counting one, straightening 
up 


and thus relieving pressure. This 
allows air to be drawn into the 
lungs. 
4. Rest 
In this position 
for 


two counts. 
5. Repeat 
these 
movements 


rhythmically, 
forward and back- 
wards, without interruption, about 
twelve to fifteen a minute, until 
natural breathing is retored. 


6. Meanwhile, If assistance 
is 
at hand, a physician should be 
sent far, patient's tight clothing 
nhould be loosened at neck, chest 
or waist, and patient should be 
kept warm. 
Patient 
should not be moved 


from this spot until he Is breath- 
Ing naturally and then should be 
carried in a laying position to a 
place where he can be kept warm 
and receive expert medical atten- 
tion.

fellow creatures 
and 


with our environment? Is it 
not reasonable to start with 
the idea that the teachings 
of Jesus were fundament- 
ally sound from a material 
point of view and a sci- 
entific point of view?

The lawyer was a Jew, but 
he defended the

He showed by testi- 


mony of the accusing po- 
licemen that the knife was 
not taken from its scabbard 
during the riot and denied 
therefore that the prosecu- 
tion' could prove intent to 
use it. 
He added, looking 


directly at his client, "This 
man is entitled tn weai the 
knife as part of his uni- 
form. 
Boy Scouts 
wear 


knives." 


The magistrate, himself 


a W o r l d 
War 
veteran, 


found 
the 
defendant not 


guilty. 
Then he said: 


"A strange situation con- 


fronts me here. 
I do not 


believe it could be present- 
ed anywhere in the world 
except in America. 
Here 


we have this German boy 
defended by a Jewish law- 
yer 
appearing before 
an 


American war veteran. This 
s i t u a t i o n in an Ameri- 
can court proves the worth- 
whileness of Americanism, 
a fair application of the law 
to all defendants regardless 
of nationality." 


The tale ends there. We 


don't 
know whether 
the 


Bund member appreciated 
what so i m p r e s s e d the 
court. 
We don't suppose 


this demonstration of law 
and justice and fair dealing 
will prevent future riots of 
the sort. But it could mark 
one small step in that di- 
rection.

ELECTRIC CHAIR 


EARLYSATURDAY 


CONDEMNED KILLER HOTLY 


DENOUNCED THE SOCIETY 


TAKING HIS LIFE 


By OLEX W. CLEMENTS. 
HUNTSVILLE, April 30. 


^-(/P)—John W. Vaughn. 32- 
year-old killer who believ- 
ed a miracle had saved him 
before, died in the electric 
chair today in the denoue- 
ment of a series of startling 
events unprecedented in the 
history of tho Texas prison system. 


Clutching three roses in his hnnd 
—"my own 
funcrnl bouquet"—he 


ncorchingly denounced for ton min- 
utes before his death the society 
which condemned him. 


The mnn who escaped electrocu- 


tion Mini' days ngo when the gen- 
erator of the chair broke, down— 
"an not of God", he called it— 
maintained 
his 
innocence 
of a 


charge he killed a San Antonio po- 
liceman and said he hoped his 
death would destroy "what is de- 
stroying me—the electric chair." 


Puffing calmly upon a cigar, he 


waved r.way efforts to induce him 
to stop, saying "1 want to make a 
renl speech." 


He began by saying the Lord's 
Prayer slowly, word for word, and 
then launched into his talk before 
the smnll group clustered in the 
prison death chamber. 


His death was the climax to an 


Involved and spectacular series of 
events which began when the chair 
broke down as he and 
Johnny 


Banks, a negro preacher also sen- 
tenced for murder, were to die. 


Machinery Falls Again 
The machinery was tried agnln 


In three hours but again it failed. 
Vaughn stood before the chair and 
declared it was "an act of God." 
Hundreds 
of 
petitions 
flooded 


Gov. 
James V. Allred and other 


officials, 
demanding Vaughn bo 


pardoned or that his sentence bo 
commuted. 


They refused until Judge Foun- 


tain Kirby at Groesbnck Issued an 
injunction restraining the electro- 
cution until a sanity hearing could 
be held. Homer Vaughn, the con- 
demned man's brother, said the or- 
deal of waiting for death, and hav- 
ing it pass him by, had driven the 
death row occupant insane. 


Gov. Allred said the injunction, 
made returnable at San Antonio, 
was invalid because Kirby had no 
jurisdiction but gave the San An- 
tonio upholsterer a last-hour, one 
day reprieve until tho issue could 
be settled. 


No such action was taken In the 
negro's case and ho died on sche- 
dule. 
Judge W. W. McCrory of San An- 
tonio dissolved the Vaughn injunc- 
tion yesterday, and the killer's last 
hope was gone. 


Stunning Development 


On the stroke of midnight, the 


time set for Vaughn's death, an- 
other stunning development occur- 
red. Ewing Stanley, secretary to 
the warden, announced the execu- 
tion would take place not at the 
•usual time but "sometime between 
now and dawn." 


The last-minute delay brought 


speculation Vaughn's attorneys had 
attempted to delay the electrocu- 
tion through another legal move, 
but was believed it was called to 
allow a copy of the dissolution of 
the Groesbeck injunction to reach 
the prison. 


Vaughn entered the chamber and 
began his speech at 12:23 a. m. At 
12-?3 a. m. the first charge struck 
him. Three charges were adminis- 
tered, and he was pronounced dead 
at 12:41 a. m. 


The slayer was near prostration 
a few hours before the deadline 
but revived with the passing min- 
utes. 


He asked the Rev. C. E. Garrett, 


prison chaplain, to bring him seven 
cigars and a bottle of beer. 


Seven Lucky Number 
"Seven Is my lucky number," he 
explained. 


When the chaplain brought him 
eight cigars he handed one back, 
repeating "seven is my lucky num- 
ber, preacher." He .passed out four 
cigars to a quartet of his condemn- 
ed fellows and lit one himself. 


When he entered the death cham- 


ber, he took a position in front of 
the chair and looked over the group 
of witnesses. 


The whine of the chair's gen- 
erator was the only audigle sound. 
A nervous newspaperman dropped 
a pencil. 


"Gentlemen," said Vaughn clear- 
ly, "I'd like to say tho Lord's pray- 


and 


hea- 


er." 


While 
some bowed heads 
some took notes, he began. 


"Our Father, Who art in 
ver. - - - - " 


Slowly he rerlted the entire pray- 
er. 


"As I told you before," he said 


when he finished it, "you are go- 
Ing to see an innocent man exe- 
cuted. Those of you who were here 
last night saw another innocent 
man die." 


He said he knew the prison of- 
ficials, "who are doing their sworn 
duty," would not "harm a hair on 
my head." 


Not a Criminal 
Indicating, the 
chair, he said 
"there's no'doubt this chair was 
built for criminals. 
Tonight you 
see a man who is not a criminal— 
not a murderer. I faced death the 
other night and told you I was in- 
nocent. I would not be standing 
here now and making my peace 
•with my maker if I were guilty." 


He said he wanted "the Christian 
people of Texas" to send his wife 
and baby contributions. 


"I want the people of Texas, the 
mothers and fathers, to destroy 
this chair so that their sons will 
not have to sit In it through some 
false manipulation." 


Vaughn said the three roses he 
was carrying were "for my wife 
for my baby and for myself, I am 
carrying my own bouquet to meet 
my maker." 


When Warden Wald stepped In 
and asked him if he were through 
he said he wanted "to take a few 
more puffs off this cigar. I'm sure 
these people here are under a ter- 
rific strain. I am In a tougher one.' 
He ho was seated in the chair, he 
sobbed softly "please put something 
over my face.'' 


Vaughn died for killing a police 


man who so.ught to question him 
shortly after a filling station hold 
up in San Antonio.
